How the Directors and Cashier Assured 
Him the Institution Was Solvent.

The taking of depositions in the suit of 
Wolfort & Reilly vs. the Broadway Savings 
Bank was resumed this morning shortly be- 
fore 11 o’clock. The direct examination of 
Mr. Henry Gross, the late teller, was con- 
tinued. Mr. R. 8S. MacDonala and Mr. Har- 
ris represented Wolfort & Reilly,'; the 
latter gentleman being present. Mr. 
Kinealy looked after the 
interests of the witness, while Mr. Patrick 
watched the proceedings on behalf of the 
directors of the defunct bank. The examina- 
tion was enlivened bythe continual mental 
sparring between the deponent and MacDon- 
ald. Mr. Gross is an intensely pugnacious 
witness—determined on testifying in his own 
manner, to which Mr. MacDonald sometimes 
objected, but ultimately concluded to let the 
witness go on in his own style. The exami- 
nation opened with a reference to the letter of 
Mr. Gross to Cashier Krieger, respecting the 
solvency of the bank, as follows: 

Q.—Who knew you got the letter from 
Krieger beside Zelle? A.—Notasoul that I 
know. Zelle did not see the letter. 

().—Suppose you had not got ananswer? A. 
—I would have quit. Yes, sir, any bank. 

(.—That letter was not sent through the 
mail? A.—No. 

(.—In the same oflice’ A.—Yes. 

I don’t remember telling Krieger I wouldn’t 
stay if he did not answer. ‘To the best of my 
information 

GOLDSOLL’S INDEBTEDNESS 
tothe bank atthe date of the letter was an 
overdraft of $55,000,and an entry on the gen- 
eral balanecs, charged against the Bank of 
Texarkana, of $18,000, which the bookkeeper 
had told me he thought was Goldsoli’s paper, 
and it was strange there had been no remit- 
tances forit yet.

Lowned some Mullanphy Bank, 
Capital Bank, and Metropolitan Bank stock at 
one time. Linvested not quite $2,000 in the 
Hibernia and was then compelled to invest 
some $8,000 more. I worked for the money, 
had saved it out of myearnings. While I was 
at the Broadway I deposited it there.

I bought some inthe Broadway Savings. I 
don’t remember how much. When the fourth 
assessment of the Hibernia Bank was made 
Krieger, Jr., offered me $70 a share for it. 
He had been buying some for the directors. 
Alll bought I sold. It was more than ten 
shares, It was not more than a hundred 
shares. I held it for two or three years. I 
can’t remember the date of purchase or the 
date of sale. The stock book of the bank will 
show, or ought to, every articular. 
It was over three years before left the 
bank that I sold it. I did not own a dollar of 
stock when I left. I know Fred. Hauheisen. 
He was a depositor in the bank when I left. 
So was Lang. He wasa director. 

@.—Did you ever tel! any one of the firm of 
Hauheisen & Lang that they should not keep 
a large deposit in the Broadway Bank, but 
should buy stock. A.—TI never told him any- 
thing of the kind. I was an old friend of 
Geo. Lang, and he asked me what would 
be the best investment, and I said 
if you want to invest buy Government bonds. 
That was the conversation. After I left the 
bank I met Hauheisen, and I said, ‘*Did 
George ever buy these bonds?’’ and he said 
**No.’’ That was all I said to him. 

I NEVER SAID 
he ought to have withdrawn his deposits and 
bhy Government bonds. The Broadway was 
paying then, I think, five r cent 
on deposits. They may ye made special 
rates with some » The rate was left to 
the president and cashier, Some time in 
1878, the directions concluded they wouldn’t 
pay six percent any more and redu th 
rate to five r cent. I 
wanted to invest inthe Broadwa ;

I had the assurance of the president, one di- 
rector and the cashier that it was solvent, 

Q.—You knew of the Fletcher bad debt, the 
Goldsoll debt and others? A.—Yes, but I 
thought it was good. When I was talking to 
Zelile about. the Goldsoll matter Zelle said, 
**‘Damn it; I told young Krieger never to let 
Goldsoll have any more.’’ 

I didn’t see old man Krieger distressed 
much. Isaidthe young man told me the old 
man was bothering him continually about his 
habits. In 1877 Krieger, Sr., came in the of- 
fice, and I told him that if some of the cus- 
tomers came in they might object to his look- 
ing at the books. He had better send for 
them in the directors’ reom. The officers of 
the bank had a perfect right to examine the 
books. 

Q.—How could it be possible for you to 
believe that the bank was solvent 
when you knew, or had been  in- 
formed by Mr. Zelle, that Krieger, 
the cashier, was letting money go out of the 
bank to Goldsoll without the knowledge of the 
board, and when you yourself said that the 
thing that was troubling young Krieger was 
that he had let Goldsoll have money. Nowiif 
there was no other loss except what you knew 
of, what was the necessity of closing up the 
bank? A.—The reason I had to believe that 
the bank was solvent was the assurance, 
I got from the cashier, the as- 
surance I got first from Mr. Morris Syons, 
who met me on Fifth street and Washington 
avenue after I left the bank. He told me they 
had made a thorough examination of the bank, 
and after throwing out allthe paper, all the 
Goldsoll paper (he mentioned that particu- 
lariy) be said: **Our stock is worth $13954 a 
share. Hesaid he had been to see Goldsoll 
and asked him why be didn’t come up to the 
bank, and Goldsoll said he couldn’t get along 
with that Gross. Shortly after I 
met old man Krieger. He. _—itold me 
he had made a thorough 
examination, and the stock was worth 
$139 54 after throwing out all the paper 
about which there was any doubt—even a 
aoubt about it. About a week before the bank 
closed its doors young Krieger came to me 
and said, ‘*Damn it, these directors want to 
close up the doors. Damn it, they can close 
up their doors to-morrow and pay dollar for 
dollar.’’ The bank had $130,000 surplus. If 
the whole amount of the Goldsoll paper 
was bad, and which I never did believe 
because the man was in business here, doing 
a large business. All I knew of was the $55,- 
O00 overdraft, the $45,000 Mr. Zelle told me 
of, and the $18,000 Texarkana paper. That 
was all [knew. That would not hage wiped 
out the surplus. even leave alone the capital. 

Q.—Where is that surplus now? A.-—The 
surplus? It is in the assets of the bank. 
Icould not help believing that Kriezer had 
colluteral seeurity for the money Goldsoll had 
when hetold me so. I supposed he wanted 
to kill himself because his father was worrying 
him. Ibelieved the concern was solid, and 
Ido not believe it is half as bad to-day 
as they say it is. I’ll bet youa new hat that 
the assets of that bank amount to over >300,- 
000. Idonot kaow how good the assets are, 
but the books were well kept. Books were 
never kept betterin any bank. I do not know 
bow much Goldsoll got, but, counting all the 
doubtful things out, I estimate the assets at 
$480,000. Putting the Goldsol] paper at $250,000, 
and there would be a good surplus of capital, 
to say nothing of other assets.

I said 
then to Johnson that I thought the cause of 
his depression was that he was let- 
ting Goldsoll have money without 
the knowledge of the boys. I 
never beard any director say anything that 
would show the bank to be in a perilous con- 
dition. It would not have taken me two min- 
utes to have got out of there. 

Mr. Krieger, Sr.. as far as I could see, tried 
to keep everything ina proper condition. He 
was very assiduous. 

I only kept one book and did not hunt 
through the others. Sometimes I made 
entries in the teller’s blotter. Uptill the day 
after the bank closed I had the most implicit
